President Graut's Messago. 

Vor some time Bnbaeqaent to tho 
promulgation of Freaident Graot's Mes* 
■ago it was intimated throagh the me- 
dinm of tho tolegrapti that the Boglisb 
press was scarcely lass severe upon ttie 
policy of tlin Dominion of Canada to- 
wardH the United States than the Preai* 
dont himHolf. Our English files are filled 
with comments upon tho Proiident Mos- 
sago, and wo looked through Ihom iu 
TaiQ to discover iho slightest grouad for 
those ietiinatioa?. Oa the contrary, 
tho English press, with siogu- 
lor nnatiiinity, consaras tho attitode 
assanJed by President Grant, and 
Tindicates audjupholds tho policy of Ca^ 
nnda. The loading London papers are 
espaoially uncoinplimontary to tho Goa- 
oral. The most favoraljle position 
accorded to him ia that ol a respootablo 
mediocrity with a Bomewhut deolininir 
xepntaliODi and the convicliju appears 
to be very general that he has dooo 
nothing in the field of politics to sus- 
tain the ropatation gained In tho field 
of war. As bia period of power ap- 
proaobea its middle point he has become 
fidgety at the evident wane of bis po* 
pularityi aod the late Message is 
regarded as a stroke for popular favor. 
But the strolce is aaiversally regarded 
as a mistblce. Even the pblgematio and 
oonaervutivG Saturday JReuieiO dOjBB not 
hesitate to say that 'General Gram's 
Message to Congress confirms the sas^ 
pioion that he has fallon nnder the eiu- 
ieter influence of General Eutlor;' and it 
adds :— 'From tho to/egraphic. summary 
of the MesBUgo it may be colleclod ihul 
tho CaaudiiinH, like the iiihabiiants of 
ail other couutries, exercise the exclusive 
right of fishing within their own terri- 
torial waters. They have enacted laws for 
tho protoolion of their property and for 
the discourageraeut of tri'Spassors ; and 
General Grant acluully alli'ges at a grie- 
vaaCG the existence of Blatutes which it 
has^appareutly not been found noceisary 
to apply 0.' to enforce. It ia not pro- 
tended that Canadian fiabermen wonld 
be allowed to encroach on American 
fiihories, or that the Manioipal legisla- 
tion of C&nada is iaconaisient with 
international law. A litigious landowner 
might as reasonably objec to the erec- 
tion of a fence by hia iieii;hbor on the 
boundary of his properly.' Upon tho 
whole, the English, prc'fis concludes that 
there is little ground for alarm. The 
Cong^e3.^ o*" tno United States is in no 
danger of renpondingto arecommendatiou 
BO preposterous iu itself, and 60 obvi- 
OQsly made for oloctioneerlng< parposes 
—the merest buncomb, in fuet. I'hns 
it wonld appear that in a desperate 
effort to regain waning popularity, tho 
President has rcuUy accelerated its 
dolluo ftud made hiuiiiolf tho object of 
ridicule both at home and abroad. Tho 
world has been disappointed in General 
Grant.
